A better way to meet 


our education needs? 


1 HAVE a son in year-11 
of Barry 

Comprehensive School, 
a daughter in year-9 of 
Bryn Hafren 

Comprehensive School and 
was a pupil myself of the 
former Barry Boys’ 
Comprehensive School 
(1966 -1973). 

As such, I feel I have good 
background knowledge, plus the 
valid interest of all concerned 
parents. 

Firstly, I would like to register 
my disappointment at the linking 
of the creation of a mixed-sex 
English medium secondary 
school with building relocations 
of the latter and the Welsh 
medium schools, Ysgol Gyfun 
Bro Morgannwg and Ysgol 
Gymraeg Nant Talwg. These are 
two different issues that need 
careful and independent 
consideration. 

Many residents of Barry are 
unhappy that to finally expand 
the mixed-sex operation of the 
Barry and Bryn Hafren 
Comprehensive schools (let us 
not forget that the sixth forms 
have been doing this very 
successfully for many years now), 
we must accept them losing one 
of their sites - and being forced 
to operate on a single site that is 
not adequate for the new, 
expanded number of pupils. 

Let us not forget that the 
original Barry Boys’ site was 
intended for 1,400 pupils and not 


the 2,500-plus of this proposal. 

No matter how creative the 
architects and the spin, the fit is 
not right. 

The amalgamation of these two 
English medium schools across 
the year age groups could be 
achieved with minimal disruption 
and investment (some WC 
alterations and maintenance) by 
continuing on their existing sites 
where pupils are settled, happy, 
successful and enjoy an excellent 
rapport with school staff. Here I 
am speaking as a parent. 

The £18,000,000 for this part 
of the overall proposal would not 
be necessary. 

As for the need to expand the 
capacity of the said Welsh 
medium schools, I do not feel 
their current joint proposal is the 
right one. 

Logistically, it would appear 
to make sense to site this in a 
new purpose-built complex where 
it would be more readily and 
easily accessed. 

Many of the pupils of this new 
school complex are, and will be, 
residents of the wider Vale area. 
Surely it would make sense to 
site it in a convenient spot in that 
area, with room for future 
expansion? 

Furthermore the £17,000,000 
earmarked for the modifications 
at the new Welsh medium site 
(the current Bryn Hafren site) 
should be more than enough to 
build this new complex that 
would not require interventions 
for several generations. 

This would seem particularly 


appropriate given the rate at 
which the council expects 
demand for Welsh medium to 
outstrip English medium 
secondary education in the Vale 
as a whole. After all, we would 
not wish to be in this position 
again in a few years’ time. 

History should be our teacher 
in this case, and we should do 
everything to avoid a re-run of 
previous short-term decisions. 

Not many years ago, when 
deciding where to site the new 
Welsh medium schools, sound 
contrary advice was ignored. 

At that point the middle school 
of the then Barry Boys’ 
Comprehensive School was the 
English medium casualty. 

This time it appears the 
casualty will be even more 
considerable: a whole school! 

If this proposal becomes 
reality, what will the future cost 
to English medium schools be? 

The overall funding of the 
proposal is also, in my opinion, 
most unfair to the English 
medium pupils; by my maths, 
they lose out by a ratio of about 
3:1. Surely both media are 
equally important and valid? 

I believe that by disengaging 
the said parts of the proposal, a 
more viable solution (possibly 
saving up to 50 per cent of the 
proposal figure) will be found 
that is both fairer to the two 
education media and far more 
practical in the long term.

Although the Wales 
coast path is a major 
footpath, and passes 
through part of the Vale 
Council’s area, they 
have a huge network of 
footpaths to cover and,

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Unsung friends 
across the Atlantic 


S EVENTY five 
years ago, in 
June 1940, the 
British Army had 
been forced to 
evacuate troops 
from the continent 
of Europe through 
the port of 
Dunkirk, and soon 
the French were 
forced into signing 
an armistice with 
Germany. 

On August 22, the 
British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Sir Kingsley 
Wood, told the cabinet 
of Britain’s immediate 
bankruptcy and inability 
to continue the war. 

Britain’s future now 
depended entirely on 
American domestic 
politics {these facts were 
withheld from the British 
public at the time). 

In June also, the 
Republican Convention 
was held in Philadelphia. 
Three of the four 
presidential hopefuls - 


namely, Taft, Dewey and 
Vandenburg -were 
strongly isolationist and 
wanted no part in 
supporting Britain. 

Wendell Willkie, the 
fourth candidate, was as 
anti-Hitler as the 
Democratic incumbent, 
Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, and 
(fortunately for this 
country), he won his 
party’s nomination. 

Although he lost the 
presidency to Roosevelt 
later in 1940 he 
supported the President 
in giving Britain the 
food and military aid 
that enabled us to remain 
in the war. 

Both men died before 
the war was finally won 
but their support for us 
was essential at a time 
when 80 per cent of 
Americans wanted no 
part in another European 
war. Their names should 
be remembered!

A wander through 
Radyr’s Norman past 


EIGHT walkers 
from Penarth and 
District Ramblers, 
including leader 
Pam, made their 
way to Radyr, now a 
suburb of Cardiff, 
but originally a 
separate village 
which developed 
after the Norman 
invasion of Wales at 
the beginning of the 
12th century. 

The railway station 
opened in 1863 and the 
Taff Vale Railway, which 
was then the Great 
Western Railway, 

brought much-needed 
employment to the area 
which soon increased the 
population and Junction 
Terrace which was the 
first street to be built, 
was used to house 
railway workers. 

Heading along Heol 
Isaf, they walked through 
a built up area towards 
Radyr Golf Club which 
opened in 1902, before 
carefully skirting the 
edge of the golf course 
where a few players were 
enjoying their game. 

Then, passing through 
woodland and emerging 
onto a lane before 
crossing the lower part of 
the golf course, a stile led 
them into a lovely 
cornfield and, following 
the existing pathway 
through and being 
careful not to damage the 
crop, they emerged to 
cross the busy Llantrisant 
Road. 

Going downhill 
through a field, they 
crossed a bridge over the 
disused railway line to a 
farm track which led on 
to Crofft-y-genau Road. 
Carrying on along 
Pentrebane Road and 
arriving at St Fagans, a 
stop was made for lunch 
within the museum. 

The first castle at St 
Fagans was built in 1091 
and by 1616, a house set 
in its own gardens was 
owned by the Lewis 
family, later passing 
through marriage into the 
Windsor family when it 
became part of the 
Plymouth Estate. 

In 1946, the Earl of 
Plymouth donated the 
castle and grounds for 
the siting of the Welsh 
folk museum. 

Both the grounds and 
castle were opened to the 
public highlighting the 


culture, history and 
architecture of Wales and 
became known as St 
Fagans National History 
Museum. 

After lunch, the group 
tramped through the 
village, passing the 12th 
century St Mary the 
Blessed Virgin church 
which is noted for its 
stained glass windows 
and fine decorative 
features. 

The whole church 
underwent restoration 
between 1858 and 1860 
with the work being paid 
for by Baroness Windsor 
who occupied St Fagans 
Castle. 

Returning to 

Pentrebane Road and 
entering a field to 
descend past the 
Waterhall plantation 
followed by an uphill 
climb, they re-crossed 
the railway line to reach 
Maes-y-Llech farmyard. 

Another short spell of 
road walking led the 
group back to the 


outskirts of Radyr and 
following a path around 
Radyr Comprehensive 
School to pass former 
railway workers cottages, 
where there was a sign 
outside one cottage 
advising people to 
‘Beware of the Rabbit’, 
they returned to their 
start

Around world 
in eight days 


FOLLOWING the 
great strides made in 
aviation and aircraft 
design during the 
First World War, 
there emerged a 
generation of aviators 
who looked to not just 
conquering the air, 
but spreading links 
across the globe. 

Starting with the first 
direct crossing of the 
Atlantic in 1919, the 
1920s and ‘30s saw a 
band of brave aviators 
determined to achieve 
‘firsts’ in the annals of 
aviation records. 

Alongside these 

pioneers, aircraft and 
navigation developed to 
provide the means to 
achieve these goals. 

The records gradually 
fell for cross-continental 
and oceanic flights and 
the achievement of a true 
and continuous 

circumnavigation of the 
globe beckoned. 

Alongside this was a 
‘rivalry’ between 


heavier-than-air craft and 
the airship to provide the 
best means of air 
transport. 

A one-eyed American 
pilot, schooled in the 
aviation ‘Circuses’ and 
parachuting 
demonstrations that 
toured the US in the 
1920s, and who carried 
passengers during the 
oil-boom, teamed up 
with a Tasmanian 
navigator and rose to the 
challenge in 1931. 

These two men were 
Wiley Post and Harold 
Gatty and their aircraft 
was the Lockheed Vega. 
Its name was the Winnie 
Mae.

TALENTED local fencer 
Jack Cafaro is to make a 
dream trip to South Africa 
as part of the Welsh squad 
thanks to the support of 
Vale people and businesses. 

The GEM recently highlighted 
his fear that he might miss out on 
the Fencing Commonwealth 
Games, taking place in Cape Town 
from July 11 to 18, because he 
needed £2,600 to fund the trip. 

The family began raising funds 
by doing bag packs at local 
supermarkets and, along with 
donations, the figure has been 
achieved. 

His grandmother Sue, who often 
drives him to tournaments and 
training sessions, said: “We want 
to thank the people and businesses 
of the Vale for their generosity and 
being so supportive.” 

Jack’s latest supporters have 
been Place for Homes, Mrs MJ 
Thomas, Coun Gwyn John, Claire 
and Shaun at Co-op Travel Ltd in 
Llantwit Major and Nando’s. 

In the past, Jack has won Welsh 
foil and epee championships at 
junior level, and been named the 
Vale’s ‘Junior Sportsman of the 
Year’. 

He now jcompetes in epee: 
strikes can be made against all 
parts of the body and are recorded 
electronically. 

Jack, (16), who is coached by 
Dr Gordon Kingston and attends St 
Richard Gwyn High School, is 
facing an intensive build up to 
South Africa. 

“Last weekend I competed in at 
a competition in Kidderminster on 


Saturday and attended a training 
camp in London on Sunday. 

“At Kidderminster I was up 
against adult fencers and got 
through to the last 32.1 had 14 
fights in four hours.” (If it hadn’t 
been for ‘repechage’ which gives 
losers a second chance to make 
progress in the tournament, he 
would have made it to the last 16). 

Jack went on: “On Sunday, I 
took part in an elite British training 
session at the Leon Paul Fencing 
Centre. 

“It was really intensive with 
some killer exercises. It was a full 
day and we didn’t get back to St 
Athan until 10pm. 

“I think I’m in good shape for 
South Africa, but I’m now looking 
to do some sessions at the gym in 
Llantwit Major to hone my skills 
and fitness.” 

Jack will continue to fundraise 
until he leaves for South Africa to 
help cover the cost of equipment 
and kit - three swords recently 
cost him almost £600. 

His mother, Vivienne, and Sue 
will be part of a group of Welsh 
supporters flying from Heathrow 
to Cape Town along with the 
squad. 

Sue said: “I’m writing out a 
‘spiel’ to see if the airline crew 
will make an announcement that 
the Welsh Commonwealth fencing 
squad is on its way to South 
Africa.”

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RNLI come to 
the rescue during 
the Barry Yacht 
Club race drama 


ON Saturday, June 20, Barry 
Yacht Club held the Helwick 
Race for sailing cruisers - the 
resurrection of an event of the 
same name which used to be 
sailed in conjunction with the 
Bristol Channel Race, run for 
many years by the club over 
the May bank holiday 
weekend. 

The original Helwick race died 
due to lack of support many years 
ago, although the Bristol Channel 
Race still takes place every year in 
conjunction with the Bristol Channel 
Pilot Cutters Association. 

Barry Yacht Club organises the 
Channel Race which is limited to 
entries from sailing pilot cutters. A 
number of members had indicated an 
interest in an overnight race for 
sailing cruisers and it was 
disappointing that only two boats, 
Shadow and Dolly Kedge, came to 
the starting l in e. 

The course was from Barry to the 
West Helwick Buoy off the Gower 
and back to Barry. The total straight 
line distance was about 80 nautical 
miles. 

The weather was very blustery, 
with the westerly wind gradually 
increasing as the boats proceeded 
down channel using the spring ebb 
tide following a 10am start. Dolly 
Kedge reduced sail fairly soon and 
made a further reduction after 
passing Nash Point. 

Meanwhile, Shadow, the larger of 
the two entries, had a lead of some 
five miles and was crossing Swansea 
Bay. She gradually reduced sail as 
the wind increased above 20 knots 
(force 6). 

It was at this point at about 
(1.45pm) that disaster struck when 
the mast on Dolly Kedge failed. 
Fortunately, neither Jeff Davis the 
owner/skipper, nor Jim Tonks the 
crew, suffered any injury. 

Jeff was able to summon 
assistance from the coastguard and 
the Porthcawl inshore lifeboat of the 
RNLI was launched. Dolly Kedge 
was some seven miles south west of 
Nash Point and Shadow heard the 
coastguard activity on the VHF radio 
and turned back to render assistance. 
The lifeboat was quickly on the 


scene but Shadow continued to sail 
back against the tide for an hour or 
more before being stood down by 
the coastguard. 

The Barry lifeboat was also 
deployed, in order to tow the 
casualty back to Barry, and this took 
quite a long time due to having to 
punch the remainder of the ebb tide 
at the outset. They eventually 
reached Barry in the early evening. 

Meanwhile, Shadow continued 
sailing towards the West Helwick 
and eventually rounded at about 
8.30pm. She had lost a considerable 
amount of time sailing back against 
the ebb towards Dolly Kedge and 
this meant that she then had to push 
against the wind and the flood tide 
before rounding the buoy. 

She also encountered banks of 
quite thick fog off the Gower 
peninsular. Because of the delays, 
she had only a couple of hours of 
favourable flood tide after rounding 
and the wind also went light for a 
time. 

The wind subsequently increased 
quite considerably and at one time 
was blowing at about 30 knots (force 
7). They were broad reaching in a 
very confused sea during the ebb and 
making relatively slow progress over 
the land despite travelling at 
considerable speed through the 
water. 

They had adverse tide for much of 
the return leg and eventually finished 
at about 6.20am on Sunday. 

Congratulations are due to Steve 
Sutton, the skipper, and to his crew 
of Dale Mathews and Dafydd Brown 
for completing the course in difficult 
conditions and winning the Helwick 
Challenge Cup. 

So ended an event which had 
much drama but fortunately no 
personal injuries. Those taking part 
had a very tough time in the 
boisterous conditions. Jeff Davis 
records his deep admiration for the 
crews of the two lifeboats who dealt 
quickly and skilfully with his 
distress. He expressed his heartfelt 
thanks and appreciation for their 
efforts.

Travellers have been 
moved on... but why 

did it take so long?’ 


T HE community 
and sports clubs 
of Dinas Powys 
can now, once again, 
enjoy the use of Parc 
Bryn y Don. 

After 10 long days, and a 
packed public meeting at 
Dinas Powys Rugby Club, the 
travellers finally moved on last 
Saturday. The community 
came out in big numbers, and 
that allowed me to speak on 
their behalf, to press the local 
authority to move the 
travellers on as quickly as 
possible. 

When travellers arrived in 
the capital recently, Cardiff 
Council took swift action and 
the group departed within two 
days. The travellers that 
arrived in the Vale were here 
for 10 days, and it took the 
local authority five days just to 
give them notice of eviction. 

Lessons need to be learned. 
Processes need to be followed, 
but residents have quite rightly 
been asking how Cardiff 
Council can move travellers 
on in less than two days, but in 
the Vale of Glamorgan it takes 
five times as long? 

The community wouldn’t 
accept that sort of delay for 
bin collection, so it should be 
no different for trespassers.

Over 120 local residents 
came to the meeting. The 
local police supported the 
meeting by sending an officer 
for which I am grateful. A 
consensus was achieved, most 
notably in expressing deep 
disappointment and frustration 
that the local authority 
couldn’t find a representative 
to attend the meeting to update 
the community. 


The travellers have finally 
left, but I want to ensure that 
no other community in the 
Vale would suffer the same 
disruption in the future. I have 
spoken with the relevant 
mi nister at Government level, 
and I am calling on the Vale 
Council to review how they 
responded to the situation and 
encourage them to talk with 
neighbouring councils to 
determine what best practice 
can be employed. 

I will stand up for any 
community in the Vale in the 
same situation - a cricket club 
founded in 1882 should not be 
forced to move fixtures, dog 
walking should be possible 
without intimidation, and 
football clubs should be able 
to train freely without dealing 
with human excrement on the 
pitches. 

These activities are what 
make a community, and must 
be protected at all times by the 
local authority. 

The Vale Council has 
described its action over 10 
days as swift and decisive - 
compared to two days in 
Cardiff. I will leave it up to 
the residents of Dinas Powys, 
and readers of The GEM, as to 
whether or not they agree.

Care chief claims 
new legislation 
is “madness” 


A NUMBER of 
nursing homes in 
the Vale could be 
forced to close 
because of new 
UK Government 
rules, a social 
care chief has 
claimed. 

The controversial 
legislation will force 
non-European workers 
to return home if they 
are not earning at least 
£35,000 after six years - 
and that will include 
well-qualified nurses 
working in social care. 

According to Care 
Forum Wales, the body 
that represents the 
independent social care 
sector in Wales, it will 
lead to the loss of 
nursing home beds at a 
time when they are 
needed more than ever 
and could force some 
homes to close 
completely because of a 
shortage of trained staff. 

Mario Kreft, the 
Chair of Care Forum 
Wales, said: 

“Essentially, the 
Government will end up 
getting rid of well- 
qualified staff doing a 
good job and then 
replacing them with 
economic migrants 
without qualifications. 

“This could very well 
lead to nursing homes 
being closed because of 
a shortage of qualified 
nurses. 

“It could also lead to 
the sector having to pay 
higher fees for agency 
nurses and will almost 
certainly mean some 
care providers will have 
to stop offering nursing 
care. 

“This is utter 
madness. This is the 
daftest policy I have 
heard of in a long time.” 

According to Mary 
Wimbury, the senior 
policy advisor at Care 
Forum Wales, the new 
Home Office rules 
could push the Welsh 
care sector, which is

At its Bournemouth 
conference recently, the 
Royal College of 
Nursing (RCN) 
highlighted the fact that 
thousands of foreign 
nurses working in junior 
posts in the UK could 
be forced to return 
home under new Home 
Office immigration 
rules. 

As part of its effort to 
control net migration, 
the Government is 
imposing a new pay 
threshold for migrants 
which means that non- 
European workers will 
have to leave the UK 
after six years if they 
are not earning at least 
£35,000. 

The RCN predicts the 
rules will “cause chaos” 
for the health service, 
waste money spent on 
recruitment and affect 
more than 3,300 NHS 


nurses by 2017. 

“The new rules will 
have a disastrous effect 
on the care sector in 
Wales, which employs 
many nurses from non- 
European countries, few 
of whom will be earning 
anything like the 
£35,000 threshold. 

“The actual figure of 
those involved runs into 
hundreds of nurses who 
in turn care for many 
thousands of patients 
across Wales. 

“Due to a reduction 
in the number of nurses 
being trained and an 
increase in numbers 
leaving the profession 
we already have a 
significant issue in 
terms of recruiting 
nurses to the care sector 
in Wales and this will 
only makes things 
worse.” 

The Home Office has 
said the rules will help 
reduce demand for 
migrant labour.

but plot is not a strong point

suddenly their charm is 
on the wane. 

The latest supporting 
players have a little bit 
more profile, however, 
as the Minions from the 
Despicable Me films 
take centre stage in a 
film entitled (you 
guessed it) Minions. 

Set in the years 
before they meet with 
those films’ lead 
character, Gru, we 
follow Minions Stuart, 
Kevin and Bob as they 
are recruited by super¬ 
villain Scarlet Overkill 
(voiced by Sandra 
Bullock), who, with her 
husband Herb {Mad 
Men's Jon Hamm), has 
plans to take over the 
world, a mission that the 
Minions are tasked with 
helping, though their 
help may very well turn 
into hindrance... 

Given that you can 
barely step into a shop 
or visit social media 
without seeing 
something to do with the 
little yellow creatures, 
the characters of the 
Minions have developed 
a ubiquity rarely seen; in 
fact, it would be fair to 
say that they are a pop 
culture phenomenon. 

Given that the 
Despicable Me films 
have taken over $1.5 
billion worldwide (in no 
small part due to the 
allure of the characters), 
it’s unsurprising that 
they’ve spun off into 
their own feature - the 
end product is a film 
that is enjoyable and 
entertaining, will keep 
you amused but feels a 
little flat in terms of the 
story. 

Not that it really 
matters about the plot; 
after all the stars of the 
show are the Minions, 
and their particular 
brand of slapstick 
comedy, and here the

film strikes a home run. 
The opening section of 
the film, where we see 
their creation and then 
their search for the 
baddest boss they can 
find (clue - things don’t 
end well for the bosses 
they choose) is a well- 
judged selection of 
comedic pratfalling and 
japery. 

Their garbled and 
gobbled speech (a 
mixture of gibberish and 
several languages) 
sounds funny, but also 
squarely places the 
emphasis on the 
physicality of the 
humour, and directors 
Pierre Coffin and Kyle 
Baida showcase this 
incredibly well. 

It’s just a shame that 
convention dictates that 
it needs a plot to hang 
this comedy on, as the 
one conjured up is 
unengaging and dull. 
Given that they used the 
vocal talents of Sandra 
Bullock, you would 
expect Scarlet Overkill 
to be a hugely 
impressive villain. 
Instead, while it’s a nice 
to see a female character 
as the big bad, the 
character is lacking in 
just that, with Jon 
Hamm even more ill- 
served with the role as 
her inventor husband. 

Whenever the 
Minions are allowed to 
run riot, the film shines; 
when we get into the 
intricacies of the plot 
(involving an unlikely 
coronation, abdication 
and a kidnap and rescue) 
it loses pace and 
excitement, before a 
climax that sees a 
familiar face come in 
and steal, quite literally, 
the film. 

While it won’t bother 
younger audiences, for 
whom these characters 
are perfect viewing 
fodder, it does take the

shine off the hilarity of 
much of the film for

A GROUP of dads supported 
by Ty Hafan braved tough 
weather conditions to tackle 
the three highest peaks in 
Wales to raise funds for the 
charity.

“It was a really tough day but I just 
kept thinking about what we were 
doing it for which gave me a real boost. 
It was really good to do it with a great 
bunch of guys who have all been 
helped by Ty Hafan and I can’t wait to 
do it again next year.” 

Ty Hafan’s male support worker, 
Gareth Jenkins, joined the dads’ group 
for the challenge. “What our families 
are going through is extremely tough,“ 
said Gareth.

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St Cadoc’s wall paintings — 
famous throughout Europe!

THE latest 

remarkable wall 
painting discoveries 
in St Cadoc’s 
Church, 
Llancarfan, are 
once again open 
daily to visitors. 

The story of the 
paintings, now 

recognised as of 
international importance, 
has been followed by The 
GEM since their 
discovery in 2008. 

Last week saw the 
removal of extensive 
conservatorial 
scaffolding, revealing to 
worshippers and visitors 
even more notable works 
of mediaeval art. 

Canon Derek Belcher 
is now well established 
in the Llancarfan parish 
following his departure 
from Cowbridge’s Holy 
Cross, and is embracing 
the opportunity to reach 
out to media interest. 

As soon as the latest 
artwork was revealed, a 
Lrench television crew 
from TL1 - Television 
Lrancaise 1 - were on the 
church’s doorstep to 
learn of the discoveries. 
(TL1 is apparently the 
most widely-viewed 
television channel in 
Europe.) 

Not surprisingly, it 
was the latest astonishing 
set of ‘The Sins of St 
Cadoc’s Church ’ that 
enriched the interest of 


producer Marc de 
Chevigny. 

Canon Derek was able 
to introduce the Lrench 
crew to the church’s now 
famous St George and 
the Dragon (only the 
third known in Wales), its 
enigmatic Death and the 
Gallant, and now a 
significant find of a full, 
but eccentric, set of The 
Seven Deadly Sins. 

Conservators Jane 
Rutherfoord and Ann 
Ballantyne have now 
completed many months 
of Heritage Lottery- 
funded work in rescuing 
the paintings from many 
layers of Reformation 
lime wash. 

Latest to appear 
among the 15 th century 
paintings are the Capital 
Sins - a wonderful 
teaching aid about the 
hazards facing 

humanity. 

Perhaps it’s not 
surprising that when 
asked to name their 
favourite sin, visitors 
settle with enthusiasm 
for Gluttony, pictured 
here being tempted by 
devils to succumb to the 
sins of the tavern. 

Working alongside 
gluttony to guide our 
mediaeval ancestors 
towards a moral life are 
six more of the seven 
deadly sins - lust, pride, 
anger, avarice, and (very 


unusually) two versions 
of sloth. 

One of these, known 
in Latin as Acedia, is an 
obscure illustration of 
religious depression. 
The other ‘Sloth’ speaks 
much more directly, 
showing a person 
encouraged to lie in bed 
by a spiky devil, and so 
unwilling to attend the 
service despite the 
summoning of the church 
bell. 

Happily, although 
these paintings are still to 
be fully revealed and 
assessed, Canon Derek 
also identifies some of 
the counterpoints to the 
Deadly Sins around the 
church’s south west 
window (the seven acts 
of corporal mercy and 
seven acts of spiritual 
mercy). 

“We believe,” 

explained Canon Derek, 
“our artist has also 
illustrated ‘Care of the 
Dead’, ‘Visiting the Sick’ 
and ‘Clothing the Naked’ 
among other virtues. 
Such virtues are about 
love in action. But we 
must wait for future work 
to reveal what has 
survived of these 
illustrations of mutual 
care.” 

Now, with an open 
door throughout the 
summer, the 

churchwardens are 



looking forward to 
welcoming casual 

visitors and formal 
groups to share their 
amazement at the faith 
and creativity of our 
ancestors. 

Sue Taylor, the 
People’s Warden, says: 
“Everyone is so 
impressed by what has 
been revealed as a 
teaching treasure of our 
faith.” 

Rhodi Grey, the 


Vicar’s Warden, said: “St 
Cadoc’s Church is 
enriched as a place of 
spiritual pilgrimage and 
worship where all are 
welcome.”

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Owen’s Welsh charity 
walk aims to raise 
£10,000 for Fiji youth 
training centre 




YESTERDAY, July 
1, Rhoose resident 
Owen Doel began a 
1,027 mile trek 
around the Welsh 
coast and Anglo- 
Welsh border for 
charity. 

Owen hasn’t got far 
to go when he begins to 
walk as he explained to 
The GEM. 

“I’ll walk out of the 
front door down to 
Rhoose beach, before 
heading west towards 
Pembrokeshire and 
around the entire 
coastline before heading 
down the Offa’s Dyke 
path and back up along 
the coast to the original 
starting point.” 

Owen thinks the trek 
will take almost two 
months. 

“I’ll be carrying my 
own supplies and a tent 
with the aim of 
completing the walk in 
around sixty days. 

Owen, 27, went to 
Barry Comprehensive 
School before studying 
at the University of 
Exeter, and at the 
University of Cardiff on 
a post graduate course. 

Following his 
studies, he volunteered 
on projects in Fiji 


before going on to 
spend the next two and 
a half years running the 
actual programs as a 
base manager for 
Global Vision 
International. It is a 
volunteer organisation 
that sends international 
volunteers on projects 
around the world. 

In Fiji, he has been 
involved in setting up 
education programs in 
rural schools as well as 
working on construction 
programs designed to 
improve access to water 
and improve toilet 
facilities in villages. 

He is aiming to raise 
£10,000 to build a 
youth training centre in 
a remote part of Fiji to 
help tackle the problem 
of youth unemployment 
in the country. 

Despite its natural 
beauty and friendly 
people, Fiji is still very 
much a developing 
country with major 
economic and social 
issues. 

Owen pointed out: 
“Young people in Fiji 
are facing tough 
decisions: to stay in 
their villages and run 
the risk of a life with 
little income or head to 
the big cities in search 


of low paid jobs. 

“Fijian tribal culture 
relies on strong 
communities and we 
want to ensure that 
young people can 
acquire skills such as 
carpentry and plumbing 
so that they can remain 
in their communities 
and put their skills to 
use or have the 
opportunity to move to 


the cities and find paid 
jobs if that is what they 
choose.”

AIR CADETS from

in the modern Grob 
Tutor training 
aircraft; as used by 
the Royal Air 
Force. 

The Cadets gained a 
valuable insight into the 
aircraft’s flying 

capabilities and with No 
1 Air Experience Flight 
based at MoD St Athan, 
they did not have to 
travel far. On arrival, 
they were given all the 
relevant safety and 
weather briefings and 
shown training videos 
about the aircraft; before 
being equipped to fly. 

Each air experience 
flight typically lasted 30 
minutes, where the 
Cadets would fly at 


approximately 2,500 ft. 
They were given the 
opportunity, under the 
pilot’s instructions, to 
actually control the 
aircraft; learning to 
appreciate the effects of 
the control column to 
maintain straight and 
level flight. 

Some brave souls also 
undertook stomach- 
churning aerobatics - 
appreciating the world 
while upside-down! 
Typically, the pilots 
would carry out a series 
of stall turns, wing 
overs, barrel rolls and 
loops; with the Cadets’ 
hands actually following 
through on the control 
column helping to 
understand how the 
aircraft flies. 

The Cadets also now 
have an understanding of 
the difference between 
positive and negative G 
- at first hand! From the 
air they could clearly see 
many familiar sights, 
including their own 
homes. 

The Cadets who flew 
were: Pippa Cowles, 
Elbe Poulakis and Rhys 
Williams and afterwards 
Pippa said: “Flying the 
aircraft was easier to 
control than I imagined;

Marc turns back clock as veterans 
end Masters tournament on a high 


MARC Sawyer turned back the 
clock to produce a performance 
more reminiscent of his youth as 
he helped Penarth Hockey Club 
to a winning finish at the 
National Masters tournament in 
Swansea. 

Although the title was already well 
beyond Penarth’s reach by the time of 
Sawyer’s cameo, a four-goal blitz helped 
the Vale club put a recent friendly defeat 
to Bridgend behind them as they ran out 
5-1 winners against the same opposition 
in the final game of the competition. 

Benefiting from not having a game 
earlier in the day - courtesy of Neath’s 
decision to abandon ship - Penarth 
always had the upper hand on a Bridgend 
side that had seen their trophy aspirations 
dashed just half an hour earlier. 

Despite missing three key players 
from the midfield that had battled 
valiantly on day one of the tournament, 
Penarth enjoyed the majority of the early 
pressure, and were rewarded when 
Sawyer fired home midway through the 
half. 

Although the strike was later 
countered by a Bridgend reply, Penarth 
knew the game was there for the taking 
and, with the defence holding firm, hit 
the opposition with three quick second 
half goals - all from the stick of an 
inspired Sawyer - to put the result 
beyond doubt. Dave Watkins later added 
a fifth just to make sure of the points. 

Day one of the tournament had been 
more about Penarth’s defence, with 


games against the three top teams in the 
competition ensuring that goalkeeper 
Mark Harris and the line in front of him 
were kept busy on what was, for the 
second year running, a stiflingly hot 
weekend. 

With a couple of key defensive players 
not due to arrive until after the opening 
game, keeping host club - and reigning 
champions - Swansea at bay was never 
going to be easy. Unfortunately, there 
was no repeat of last season’s heroics as 
the hosts rallied in the second half to run 
out winners by six clear goals. 

With an hour to lick their wounds, 
Penarth then faced back-to-back 
encounters with the various combined 
squads of Llanishen/Caerphilly/Cwmbran 
and Whitchurch/Cardiff. Now restored to 
full defensive strength, the results were 
better - if still far from perfect - and the 
side still relied on Harris’ spectacular 
exploits between the sticks to keep the 
scores respectable. 

Sawyer’s Sunday performance also 
highlighted his absence from Saturday’s 
trio of games, with Watkins left to forage 
solo up front, feeding off the supply 
efforts of Matt Birch and Dave Thomas 
and producing a goal in each of the 
afternoon encounters as some measure of 
reward. 

Sadly, despite the creativity of Richard 
Clarkson, the guile of Mark Robinson, 
the industry of Rob Harrison and 
ebullience of Dave Morgan in midfield, 
Penarth found themselves under the cosh 
for much of the day, with the various 
defensive combinations of Nick Pratt (c), 


Ian Smith, Craig Llewellyn, Paul Thomas 
and Zbig Sobiersierski toiling endlessly 
under the sun. 

To their credit, Penarth managed to 
resist each opponent for the first 15 
minutes, and went into the interval on a 
par with eventual champions Whitchurch 
& Cardiff before going down by the 
slimmest of margins. 

With the game against Neath awarded 
in Penarth’s favour, the Vale side ended 
the tournament level on points with 
Bridgend, only to miss out on fourth 
place on goal difference. The irony was 
not lost on many. 

Penarth’s next competitive outings 
remain at veteran level with a friendly 
against Llanishen & Caerphilly acting as 
a warm-up for a trip to Stratford and a 
return fixture against the touring side that 
helped produce a 10-goal thriller to end 
the 2013-14 season.

LOCAL historian Brian 
Keitch continues his 
series on Penarth’s 
development. 

WITH the dock 

completed and 
open for business, 
the need for 

accommodation for 
local workers (and 
now sailors) meant 
being a stonemason 
was a pretty good 
profession. 

If you were the owner 
of a quarry then you 
were almost a member 
of the elite. The 

preponderance of lias 
limestone in and around 
Penarth (and of course 
the rest of the Vale) - its 
flat characteristics - and 
in blocks which nature 
provided in this 

sedimentary rock - was 
ideal for house 
construction and paving 
stones! 

In addition, the rock 
could be broken up into 
stones as hardcore for 
the many roadways that 
were going to be needed. 
Prior to this, local 
‘roads’ were simply 
muddy unmade tracks. 
With limestone there 
was a further benefit - 
lime for farms, sanitary 
reasons and not least as 
a base for mortar and 
cement. 

Quarrying on a small 
scale had carried on for 
centuries - usually for 
farm buildings and 
agricultural limekilns 
(an excellent example 
being on Ashby Road, 


Sully - though kilns can 
be found scattered all 
over the Vale). 

In Penarth, the stone 
required was right on the 
doorstep. There was 
quarrying going on 
below Queen’s Road. 
There were kilns too. A 
horse and cart would do 
the job nicely, but there 
were tramlines as well. 

At the heart of the 
‘new town’ was an 
important quarry next to 
Belle Vue Cottage. 
Builders could literally 
fill up the stone and get 
cracking building 
houses on the new roads 
nearby. Another quarry 
was situated in the cliff 
below Penarth Head. 
Needless to say at these 
locations there was little 
need to slog up steep 
tracks to the top of town. 

An alternative was to 
collect stones from the 
beach, though most 
appeared to be in the 
domain of commercial 
quarrying. 

It was not just in 
Penarth that quarrymen 
dug up stone. Leckwith 
had two stone quarries, 
and Llandough three. 
Later, as Penarth 
expanded southward - 
especially after the 
arrival of railway 
passenger services in 
1878, limestone - which 
was just beneath the soil 
- was extracted in two 
large quarries at Cwrt y 
fil. 

The Cwrt y fil 
quarries (not to be 
confused with the 


caught up in housebuilding boom 



cement works and 
associated quarries in 
lower Penarth) were 
located at what is now 
the Old Penarthians’ 
rugby ground. Initially a 
smaller quarry slightly 
to the north - near the 
Cefn Mably Hotel, 
supplied lime with its 
own kiln and tramway. 

By the 1880s the two 
merged and chief 
extraction of stone was 
for house building. A 
new tramway was 
constructed - which was 
much to the pleasure of 
the local board - “due to 
the large quantities of 
stones conveyed.... thus 
saving the Parish Road 
(from much damage)”. 

TRAMWAY 

The parish road 
mentioned was later 
called Stan well Road. 
Within a few years, a 
whole new community 
emerged nearby - 
known as Morristown 
named after builder 
William Morris who 
went on to be a major 
figure in local politics. 

He was a major house 
builder in Penarth and 
no doubt was a prime 

mover in the 

construction of the 
tramway. The Cardiff 
Directory of 1888/9 

reveals that many 

inhabitants of 

Morristown were 

masons, to dress the 
stone, excavators to dig 
it out and various 
labourers. It must have 
been quite a lively place 
- with its own pub, a 


mile or so from Penarth! 

It is unlikely that the 
Cwrt y fil tramway had 
the use of steam traction 

- there is no evidence of 
any shed to 
accommodate one. The 
horse almost certainly 
provided the motive 
power! The Cwrt y fil 
tramway seems to have 
faded away by the 1920s 

- maps show it as 
derelict, but for many 
who played cricket, 
hockey and rugby for 
Penarth Athletic Club, 
the field behind the 
grandstand was for 
many years known as 
the “trolleylines”. 

Pupils of Evenlode 
Primary School might 
be interested to know 
that at one time a 
railway ran through their 
school playground! 

It was a similar story 
at Llandough. The 
remains of one quarry 
can still be made out 
along Cogan Pill lane 
(the bridge under the 
lane is still there). The 
main quarry though, 
was behind what is now 
Greenway Road. There 
is a fascinating 
photograph of the 
quarry in operation. 
Obviously posed - the 
photograph shows 
workers poised on 
planks with wheel 
barrows. 

Standing to the right 
of the picture appears to 
be the supervisor or 
manager of the works. 
After all, in those days 
to pose for a 


photographer was quite 
a novelty - taken by - in 
this case Lee Brothers of 
Cardiff - and printed in 
the commercial 

directory at that! There 
appear to be about 20 
workers pictured with a 
horse the means of 
pulling the wagons. 

As the quarry 
expanded, a small tank 
locomotive called Taff 
was employed to do the 
haulage. The works 
belonged to one D 
Thomas whose office 
was at 2, Old Wharf, 
Cardiff. The company 
be out that it distributed 
stone and lime across 
south Wales - ‘Colliery 
and Iron Works, 
Companies, Contractors 
and Builders’. 

With Penarth and 
Cardiff fast expanding 
communities, there was 
no shortage of business! 

TRAGIC 

There was, however, 
one major problem: as 
they quarried 

downwards the water 
table was hit - making 
further extraction 
difficult if not 
impossible. 

It also had tragic 
consequences - the 
Belle Vue quarry in 
Penarth filled up with 
water and became an 
attraction for pupils at 
Penarth Board School 
opposite. One Fred 
Sandford almost 

drowned there in 1876 - 
but was rescued. 

Not so lucky, later in 
the same year were 


William Richards and 
his little brother, who 
fell into the water and 
did not survive. 

The quarry was then 
filled in and is now the 
Belle Vue Bowling 
green. 

Likewise, Llandough 
quarry was also 
abandoned due to 
flooding. At its peak, 
the Llandough tramway 
went down a steep 
incline to meet up with 
the Taff Vale Railway at 
the Llandough Lime 
Works. 

Nothing now remains 
of any of these works - 
other than the many 
rows of terraced houses 
and mansions which 
abound in Penarth 
(though the bridge under 
Leckwith Road where 


the Llandough trams 
went is still sleeping 
there - buried). 

The era of limestone 
ended as quickly as it 
started. All around our 
area is red mark and clay 
(ideal for firing bricks). 
Brick quarries were 
established in Cogan, 
Penarth, Llandough, 
Dinas Powys and Biglis 
Moors. 

Easy to transport, 
mass-produced and no 
need for stonemasons to 
dress the rock and ideal 
for house building - it 
quickly saw the demise 
of the stone quarries. 

Some remains of the 
brick quarries still scar 
the local countryside, 
but the limestone 
quarries vanished almost 
without trace, filled in 


and built on. 

Gone too is the 
Penarth Cement Works, 
with its ‘Dragon Brand’ 
paving stones and fleet 
of industrial 

locomotives - no longer 
does little steam 
locomotive Doris stop 
traffic on Lavernock 
Road - followed by 
three Ruston diesel 
locomotives. 

Now we have 
Cosmeston housing 
estate - and a bit of bird 
watching (or bird 
feeding) at Cosmeston 
Lakes - all built around 
a vast hole dug out of 
the ground for cement. 

Another even more 
obscure tramway system 
served the kilns and 
works at Cross 
Common, Dinas Powys.

Evan Williams — ‘one of 
the most successful 
National Hunt jockeys 9 


ONE of the most successful 
National Hunt jockeys of 
his time was Evan 
Williams, who hailed from 
Cowbridge in the Vale. 

The son of Fred Williams, the 
popular starter at Cardiff’s Ely 
Racecourse and mine host of the 
Bear Hotel, Cowbridge, Evan was 
to win two Cheltenham Gold Cups 
and a Grand National. 

He also set an unusual record of 
sorts when at Ely Racecourse on 
Easter Monday, 1933, he rode his 
first winner, Mr Ghandi, as an 
amateur and the last, Vive 
L’Amour, as a professional. 

Evan was attached to fellow 
Welshman Owen Anthony’s 
Letcombe Bassett yard when he 
was asked to ride the legendary 
Golden Miller in the 1936 
Cheltenham Gold Cup. 

Golden Miller, who had set a 
record by winning the race for the 
previous four years, ran out with 
his usual rider, Gerry Wilson, in 
the saddle less than three weeks 
before the race. 

It must have caused the little- 
known Welshman, as he was then, 
a great deal of stress getting up for 
the first time in public on the most 
popular steeplechaser of all time. 

But Evan, showing great 
horsemanship as well as 
jockey ship, steered the mighty 
‘Miller ’ home to a 12-length win 


over Royal Mail, the horse on 
whom he was to win the 1937 
Grand National. 

Evan’s second Cheltenham 
Gold Cup win came in 1940 when 
he scored an easy 10 lengths win 
on Roman Hackle who, like 
Golden Miller, was owned by 
Miss Dorothy Paget and trained by 
Owen Anthony. 

The 1937 Grand National was 
celebrated as the centenary of the 
great race by the Liverpool 
Racecourse Executive. The fact 
that a Welshman - North Walian 
Henry Potts - had won the first 
was not picked up by the racing 
scribes when Evan won on Hugh 
Lloyd Thomas’ Royal Mail. 

Sadly, Mr Lloyd-Thomas, a 
former assistant secretary to the 
Prince of Wales, was later killed in 
a fall at Derby racecourse the 
following year. 

A keen amateur rider himself, 
he had planned to ride Royal Mail 
in the 1938 Aintree spectacular. 

Royal Mail, who was trained by 
Ivor Anthony, took up the running 
a long way from home and in the 
capable hands of his rider, stayed 
on stoutly to beat Cooleen by three 
lengths. 

Twenty-four-year-old Evan had 
taken the lead much sooner than 
he wanted in order to keep clear of 
some loose horses. In fact, on the 
second circuit, he had nearly been 
brought down by one of them. 


But by racing ahead he left 
them to trouble his pursuers and 
this wise move won him the race. 

When asked by the press what 
he thought about his success he 
replied: “What can I say? I have 
won the Grand National, and I am 
naturally delighted. Give the 
credit to the horse. 

“He jumped perfectly and 
cleverly. He made one or two 
mistakes, but they were not 
entirely his fault. When I took up 
the running in the country the 
second time, some loose horses 
interfered with Royal Mail and it 
was not long before we could 
shake them off. After that 
everything went smoothly.” 

At the end of the war, Evan 
took out a trainer’s licence and 
trained on the flat at Kingsclere. 

His most notable success was 
Supreme Court which won, among 
other races, the King Edward VII 
Stakes at Royal Ascot and the 
Festival of Britain King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes at 
Ascot. 

He retired to Ireland and died in 
2001, aged 89. 

Next time we take a look at the 
legendary Fulke Walwyn who, 
contrary to most racing 
biographies, was born in 
Wrexham and not Monmouthshire.

Excellent form continues 
for the Romilly bowlers 


ROMILLY Bowls 
Club are enjoying 
one of their most 
successful start to a 
bowls season with 
just one loss in all 
league matches 
played which was a 
midweek Munro 
Cup game. 

Both the club and ‘A’ 
CML sides are unbeaten 
in their league games so 
far this season with the 
club side four from four 
and the ‘A’ side five 
from five. 

Last Saturday, 

Romilly club side were 
up against one of the 
strongest teams in their 
league and playing away 
from home was going be 
a severe test which could 
have a serious say in this 
season’s league results. 

The Romilly club side 
travelled to Gilfach 
Bargoed last Saturday 
confident, but also 
knowing that over the 
years a win in Gilfach 
would be a rare thing, 
and although they 
haven’t had their 
customary start, losing 
two of their opening 
three games, the ‘Rom’ 
knew that they had to be 
at there best to get a 
result. 

In the opening ends of 
the game Romilly went 
into a useful lead with 
the rinks of Graham 
Cogbill, Jeff Wright and 
Brian Foscolo all ahead, 
with only Fred Phillips’ 
rink behind, leaving the 
the ‘Rom’ ahead by five 
shots at the end fifth 
end, 25-20. 

Foscolo’s rink of 
Gwynne Rees, Roger 
Jones and Mel Newman 


were bowling 
exceptionally well on a 
nicely paced but tricky 
green taking the 
initiative and putting 
pressure onto their 
opponents, who were 
struggling on their own 
green, leaving the 
Romilly rink to go 
further ahead by the 10th 
end, leading by 13 shots. 

Another rink playing 
brilliantly was Gary 
Eastmant, Ray 
Hewitson, Mike Doyle 
and Cogbill, who were 
well ahead 17-4 at the 
same stage and Wright’s 
rink of Paul Williams, 
Rhodri Phillips, and 
George Trepleton were 
holding a two shot lead 
up against a good 
Gilfach four skipped by 
the experienced Brian 
Harris. 

Unfortunately, 

Phillips’ rink had fallen 
behind by 12 shots, 5- 
17, with Gilfach skip 
Paul Mullins capitalising 
on the inconsistency of 
the Romilly four but the 
overall score was still in 
favour of the visitors, 
49-35. 

Although Romilly 
were 14 ahead they 
knew that Gilfach would 
fight all the way, and 
between the 11th to the 
15 th ends the home side 
began to pressurise the 
Romilly rinks, reducing 
the deficit to eight shots. 

The concern for the 
‘Rom’ was that although 
Cogbill and Foscolo’s 
rinks were still holding 
healthy advantages, Jeff 
Wright’s rink dropped 
seven shots to fall 
behind, while Phillips’ 
rink was still under the 
cosh and were well 


down, 8-23. 

Going into the last six 
ends it was a question as 
to whether the ‘Rom’ 
could handle the 
continued pressure. Well 
the answer was positive, 
as firstly Foscolo’s rink 
maintained their form 
winning by a 
comfortable 15 shots, 
while Cogbill’s rink 
began to leak shots; after 
being 14 shots ahead at 
the start of the 16th end 
they managed to hold 
their nerve and win by 
four. 

Wright’s rink fell 
behind by seven and 
were in danger of falling 
further behind but they 
managed to play some 
excellent bowls to keep 
the overall score in the 
balance. 

It was now left to the 
rink of Phillips to 
recover from their 
situation to ensure a 
Romilly win overall - it 
looked unlikely but the 
true fighting qualities 
came to the fore over the 
last six ends with Phil 
Gershenson, Terry 
Bloomfield and Clive 
Collins giving great 
support to their skip, 
scoring 11 shots without 
reply, and although still 
losing by just four shots 
19-23, they ensured a 
Romilly victory by eight 
shots, 87-79. 

With two rinks up and 
two down, Romilly took 
10 points to Gilfach’s 
four maintaining the 
‘Rom’s’ status at the top 
of the CML first 
division. 

Romilly ‘A’ team 
welcomed Rhoose to 
Romilly Park last 
Saturday looking to 


extend their unbeaten 
run. 

From the off the 
‘Rom’ rinks took control 
and by the fifth end had 
an advantage of 23 shots 
with all rinks ahead. 

Over the next five 
ends the ‘Rom’ 
continued to play well 
but only picked up a 
further three shots 
mainly due to visiting 
skips Paul Williams and 
Ron Ball clawing back 
their initial deficits 
against the Romilly rinks 
skipped by Alun Bryan 
and Howard Jones. 

At the beginning of 
the 11th end Romilly 
were ahead by 26 shots 
and playing with 
confidence which 
showed as they went 
further ahead by 36 
shots by the end of the 
15th, with all rinks 
ahead, especially that of 
skip Tony Freeman, who 
along with Colin Davies, 
Mike Gronow and Bob 
Wyatt, are in fine form 
this season and were 
ahead by 21-7. 

The game was all but 
over going into the final
